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Savannah, 111., May 25.—Bothwell 
Pulford, reputed to be the wealthiest 
citizen of Savannah,committed suicide 
today,after being questioned reg arding 
the whereabouts of the revolver with 
which he was suspected of having 
slain Attorney Dan S. Berry, a former 
leading member of the Illinois leg isla­ 
ture, a few days ag o. 
A story has been widely circulated 
that Berry was killed as a result of 
attentions paid by him to a certain 
married woman. 
Berry was shot down as be was en­ 
tering his office door 
last Monday 
morning . 
His own g un, a 32-callber 
revolver, which be had carried for 
years, was found In his hip pocket, 
undisturbed, with all its chambers un­ 
exploded, This eliminated the theory 
of suicide. In bis body were two bul­ 
lets, one in bis head and the other in 
his rig ht arm. 
The bullets were 38- 
caliber, and were of a new pattern, 
less than two years old. One of them 
entered the brain just below the rig ht 
ear and coming out of the left temple 
struck the door post. That the bullet 
must have been shot by a shorter man 
than Berry or a tall man stooping over 
and firing upward was clearly indi­ 
cated by the course It took. 
Pulford was the owner of the build­ 
ing in which 
Berry died,

conspire to deplete 
the energy, to rob the vital forces to 
the extent that it is impossible for the 
“invalid’* to reimburse the deficiency, 
by good management during the day. 
There are but few things more detri­ 
mental to an individual than to spend 
his nights in an atmosphere charged 
with the products of respiration, and 
consequently containing a diminish­ 
ed percentage of oxygen. 
Oxygen has long been recognized 
as one of the greatest germ destroy­ 
ers and tissue healers, and therefore, 
if by proper ventilation of the sleep­ 
ing room by 
night 
and by 
movements during the day, one per­ 
mits 
himself 
to constantly inhale 
pure air, he is doing much to pro­ 
mote his health. Few architects give 
any attention to the construction of 
a bed room when dmwlng plans for a 
home, but in the near future this de­ 
tail bids fair to be an Important item. 
In the ordinary modem house, there 
Is seldom more than one apartment at 
all quallfled to meet the requirements 
of an Invalid’s room, and frequentiy 
this Is used for other purposes. The 
room should face the south and east 
if possible, and should not be located 
, over a damp cellar. 
And here It 
" would be weU to say that invalids in 
general shou’J not live over damp 
ieUars, for & certainly as they do 
permanent recovery wUl always re­ 
main beyond their grasp. 
A southeastern 
exposure 
of the 
Bleeping room not only receives the 
morning sun. but is exposed to the 
' un’s rays more hours of the day than 
,er locations, and is protected from 
the prevailing winds. 
The morning 
sun has a very beneficial influence 
upon the mind.

once each year. The general furnish-, 
ings should be as simple as possible,' 
and nothing that is not necessary for ; 
comfort should be admitted.

is no doubt that the iron bedstead is 
the best. Pictures should be di^ens- \ 
ed with. The w alls and ceiling should 
be bare of paper, and should be white-, 
washed or kalsomined once each year. 
As soon as the room is vacated in 
he morning, the windows and shut­ 
ters should be thrown wide open, 
and the bed clothing placed in a posi­ 
tion exposed to the rays of the sun 
and to a direct draught, where they 
should be allowed to remain until

mal’ and vegetable life struggling for 


months of the year it will be advisa­ 
ble to warm the bed before retiring, 
and for this purpose nothing equals 
the old fashioned warming pan. 
During the night the vitality of the 
body is at its lowest point, and has 
far less resistance to external influ­ 
ences, and is therefore more suscepU- 
ble to exposure. 
It is certainly not advisable nor 
necessary, to have a great volume of 
night air rushing through the room, 
but at the same time a sufficient inter­ 
change of air must be allowed to re­ 
move the products of respiration as 
they are generated, and to support a 
normal ratio t f oxygen. The products 
of respiration must be carried off im­ 
mediately as they are generated, for 
if this is not done, energy and vitality 
would surely be wasted. Tne tissues 
and fluids w'ould not then receive a 
sufficient amount of oxygen to vitalize 
the body and remove the waste prod­ 
ucts. 
There are locations, as on the bot­ 
tom lands of a foggy valley, or where 
the soil is damp and heavy, that ven­ 
tilation must be administered with 
much greater care. But where the air 
is dry it can be admitted into the 
sleeping room to a point that would 
be dangerous in a damp atmosphere. 
If the invalid resides In a locality 
where fogs prevail, he should change 
his residence, if 
some neighboring bill above the fog 
level. 
It is damp air rather than 


of the body up to the normal point, 
and should be generally used.

but few sleeping rooms are rightly 
constructed as regards the relation 
of the bed to the windows, one must 
study to place the bed in a position 
not exposed to direct draught.

Oscar Red and John Green went eel 
fishing the other day in a famout arti­ 
ficial lak e, about two miles south of 
the village, which, by reason of the 
unusually large eels that have been 
captured there, is believed to nave a 
direct connection with some large arm 
of the Atlantic ocean, writes the Mor- 
Isville, Va., 
correspondent 
of the 
Richmond Times-Dispatch. 
They had already drnwn forth sev­ 
eral eels when Oscar, while endeavor­ 
ing to dispatch a freshly Ir.nied one, 
cut a small sliver of flech rC his hand. 
In a spirit of fun, he wrapped lae 
piece of flesh on the point of a hook 
and cast it Into the lak e. 
In a surprisingly short lime he got 
a bite, and firmly grasping the pole 
with blth hands he tried to land the 
eel in the usual manner, but the sud­ 
denness and savageness of the pull at 
the end of the line soon landed the 
fisherman 
In 
the 
water. 
Jobns 
nished to his chum's assistance, but 
both boys got a complete duck ing be­ 
fore they succeeded in bringing ffuib 
their line, and at the end of it wai» a 
thirty-eight-pound fish entirely differ­ 
ent from any fish ever seen in 
section. 
The shape of the body and tail some 
what resembles a German carp, al 
though the scales are as large as 
quarter and very coarse, and under 
these scales and over the entire b >dy 
is a coating of fine, soft hair, about 
one half inch long. 
But the most remark able feature 
of this fish is the head, the face of 
which is strik ingly lik e that of a hu­ 
man being to the most minute details, 
save that the nose and mouth pro­ 
trude farther forward, and the head 
comes in more sharply on the sides. 
The teeth are set 
in 
sock ets, and, 
while similar in 
shape, 
they are 
somewhat 
larger 
than those of an 
adult human being. 
The top of its head and the sides 
and under portion are covered with 
a very heavy growth of hair about 
"six inches long. 
The white meat of 
chick en is about the only food this 
strange fish will eat. but it is doing 
fairly well in captivity. 
It is a very 
ferocious fish for 
its size and mani­ 
fests the greatest dislik é for strang­ 
ers. 
Shortly after the news of the cap­ 
ture of this fish reached Morrisville 
there arrived a small, weazened, dried- 
up look ing little man. with long and 
unk ept hair and whisk ers, wearing a 
pair of large spectacles, who spok e 
with a foreign accent, gave his name 
as Ernest von Simprecht and said he 
was a professor of ichthyology in the 
University of Leipslc. 
The stranger took a wonderful in­ 
terest in the fish, and after a careful 
inspection announced 
that this was 
the only k nown specimen of this spec­ 
ies of fish, either alive or as a fossil, 
in the possesion of man today, and 
while some of the early Greek writers 
had described a fish similar to this, 
and there are references to it in the 
older portion of the literature of Ja- 
pan, the world of history and science 
had heretofore 
look ed 
upon these 
statem ents a^ myths. 
Prof. Von 
Simprecht 
states that 
while this fish would not lik ely attack 
an active man or woman, all available 
evidence goes to show that this fis 
in its natural surroundings lives en­ 
tirely upon human flesh, and can only 
be captured by using flesh as a bait. 
The captive fish is a male and Prof. 
Von Simprecht says that its mate is 
more lik ely In the lak e, even if no 
more are present, and he has sent to 
a medical college after some human 
flesh to be used as halt for the cap­ 
ture of a female, stimulating the en­ 
deavors in this direction by offering 
a reward of 115.000 for a female of this 
species. 
There Is scarcely a hoy in 
the community that has not three or 
four fingers tied up where he has been 
stripping off the flesh in his eagerness

owner Is C. E. Misner, an alderman of 
Crook ston. 
The dog was 2 y ^ rs old last March. 
He Is black and tan and has a pair of 
lax^e brown eyes that are singularly 
k een. 
At the age of two and a half months 
the dog gave evidence of being out 
of the ordinary In the way of intelli­ 
gence, and from the time this was dis­ 
covered by his master the two were 
constant companions, and have con­ 
tinued that relation ever since. None­ 
such has never k nown the touch of a 
whip in his life, and absolute obedi­ 
ence seems to be second nature to 
him. 
Mr. Misner has always talk ed 
to the dog as though he were talk ing 
to a child, and as long as his master 
has anything to say the attention of 
the canine cannot be distracted by 
any device. 
He pays no attentlo« to anyone or 
anything as long as bis master is talk ­ 
ing to him. and has demonstrated re­ 
peatedly that he understands practi­ 
cally every thing that his master is 
talk ing about For instance, with his 
back turned to the dog, if Alderman 
Misner interrupts a running conver­ 
sation with the remark that it Is chilly 
and the door should be shut, None­ 
such, without any instructions, will 
at once walk over to the door and 
push it shut 
One manner of showing the mind 
reading power of the dog is to have a 
watch tak en from someone in the au­ 
dience, as told above.

Th e Western Union Telegraph com­ 
pany h as installed at its main ofllces 
in th is city a new sy stem oi telegra­ 
ph y th at is ex pected to revolutionize 
th e transmission of messages, and 
wh ich , it is estimated, will be able to 
accomplish more in a single day of 10 
h ours th an can be done by th ree oper­ 
ators under th e Morse sy stem, B&ys 
th e Ph iladelph ia North American. 
Th e new sy stem is th e Invention erf 
J. C. Barclay , assistant general man­ 
ager of th e company . 
Stripped of th e tech nical details of 
eemstruction th e meth od of transmit­ 
ting Is ojmparatively simple. A mes­ 
sage to be sent from New York to th is 
city is turned over to an operator on 
th e ty pewriter, th e key board of th e 
mach ine cx mtalning th e alph abeL 
Each message Is copied on a tape 
th at runs th rough th e ty pewriter; but 
Instead of reproducing th e letters of 
th e alph abet, a series of small, circu­ 
lar h oles are punch ed. 
Th ese are 
known as th e Blarclay sy stem, and 
are a substitute for th e ch aracters of 
th e Morse alph abet. 
Tape so punch ed is run th rough a 
mach ine known as a transmitter, and 
is flash ed to th e receiving poinL Th e 
receiver sits before an ordinary ty pe­ 
writer key board» A local electric cur­ 
rent controls th e key s, carriage, spac- 


ing and alignment, and as fast as th e 
Barclay ch aracters or telegraph al­ 
ph abet are registered th e message is 
printed. 
Th e ordinary Morse operator can re­ 
ceive on an average about 300 mes­ 
sages in a single day of 10 h ours, 
wh ile th e new sy stem h as made a rec­ 
ord of 1,000 messages in th at time.

Th e ordinary person in h ealth or 
disease spends fully h alf th e time in 
h is sleeping room, and it is impera­ 
tive th at during th is period h e sh ould 
be adding to h is stock of energy and 
vitality , say s th e Fort Way ne, Ind., 
Medical society 
committee on th e 
prevention of tuberculosis. Too often, 
h owever, th e conditions of th e sleep­ 
ing 
apartment 
conspire to deplete 
th e energy , to rob th e vitai forces to 
th e ex tent th at it is impossible for th e 
“invalid“ to reimburse th e deficiency , 
by good management during th e day . 
Th ere are but few th ings more detri­ 
mental to an individual th an to spend 
h is nigh ts in an atmosph ere ch arged 
with th e products of respiration, and 
consequently containing a diminish ­ 
ed percentage of ox y gen. 
Ox y gen h as long been recognized 
as one of th e greatest germ destroy ­ 
ers and tissue h ealers, and th erefore, 
if by proper ventilation of th e sleep­ 
ing room by 
nigh t 
and by proper 
movements during th e day , one per­ 
mits 
h imself 
to constantly inh ale 
;ure air, h e is doing much to pro­ 
mote h is h ealth . Few arch itects give 
any attention to th e construction of 
a bed room wh en drawing plans for a 
h ome, but in th e near future th is de­ 
tail bids fair to be an important item. 
In th e ordinary modern h ouse, th ere 
is seldom more th an one apartment at 
all qualified to meet th e requirements 
of an invalid’s room, and frequently 
th is is used for oth er purposes. Th e 
room sh ould face th e south and east 
if possible, and sh ould not be located 
over a damp cellar. 
And h ere it 
would be well to say th at invalids in 
general sh ould not live over damp 
cellars, for as certainly as th ey do 
permanent recovery w'ill alway s re­ 
main bey ond tbelr grasp. 
A south eastern 
ex posure 
of th e 
sleeping room not only receives th e 
morning sun, but is ex posed to th e 
sun’s ray s more h ours of th e day th an 
oth er locations, and is protected from 
th e prevailing winds. 
Th e morning 
sun h as a very beneficial influence 
upon th e mind. 
If 
th e 
individual 
awakens in th e morning in a room 
wh ich is dark and gloomy , h is mind 
absorbs much of th e ex ternal aspect 
On th e contrary , if th e morning sun 
is pouring into h is apartments, giving 
it a brigh t, warm, 
ch eerful 
effect 
much of th e ch eer is reflected to th e 
person, ex h ilarating both body and 
mind. Wh ile th is is th e most practj 
cal effect it Is only th e superficial re­ 
sult, and only wh en we observe ani­ 
mal and vegetable life struggling for 
growth th ough deprived of th e sun’s 
ray s, can we appreciate its greatness 
—like th e potato vine in th e cellar 
and th e ch ild in th e tenement district 
In a great city . Th e ch emical action 
of th e ray s of th e sun on th e animal 
organism Is Important nnd pulmonary 
Invalids sh ould endeavor to obtain 
max imum of such effects. But wh ile 
obtaining such benefits one sh ould 
ex ercise care not to ex pose h imself 
too long to th e sun's ray s, as it is 
liable to cause h eadach e. Th ose fam­ 
ilies wh o close th eir window sh utters 
and 
draw th eir curtains 
succeed 
equally well in turning away one of 
th eir best friends. 
Th e benefit one obtains from living 
in a south ern climate is not derived 
from any special element in th e at­ 
mosph ere, but rath er because th e dry , 
clear air admits of th eir remaining 
much of th e time out of doors, and of 
ventilating th eir sleeping rooms with 
greater freedom 
during 
th e nigh t 
th an could be done in a cold, damp 
climate. 
Invalids wh o h ave made a 
ch ange of climate, and fail to attend 
to th e ventilation of th eir room at 
nigh t, ex clude th emselves, for nearly 
h alf th e time, of th e benefits, to ob­ 
tain wh ich th ey h ave left th e com­ 
forts of th e h ome and th e care of 
friends. 
Th e sleeping room sh ould be large, 
airy , ch eerful and inviting. It sh ould 
h ave a comfortable, h omelike arrange­ 
ment It is advisable th at it sh ould 
not be carpeted, but rath er th at it be 
supplied with rugs, wh ich sh ould oc­ 
casionally be h ung in th e open air 
and sunsh ine. 
Th e fioor and wood­ 
work of th e apartment sh ould be given 
a coat of paint or varnish as often as 
once each y ear. Th e general furnish ­ 
ings sh ould be as simple as possible, 
and noth ing th at is not necessary for 
comfort sh ould be admitted. 
Th ere 
is no doubt th at th e iron bedstead is 
th e best Pictures sho uld h e dispens­ 
ed with. The wa lls a nd ceiling sho nld 
h e bare of ^ per, a nd sho uld he white* 


wash ed or kalsomined once each y ear. 
As soon as th e room is vacated in 
th e morning, th e windows and sh ut­ 
ters sh ould be th rown wide open, 
and th e bed cloth ing placed in a posi­ 
tion ex posed to th e ray s of th e sun 
and to a direct draugh t, wh ere th ey 
sh ould be allowed to remain until 
late in th e afternoon, due allowance 
being made for 
damp 
and rainy 
weath er. 
Very often in th e colder 
month s of th e y ear it will be advisa­ 
ble to warm th e bed before retiring, 
and for th is purpose noth ing equals 
th e old fash ioned warming pan. 
During th e nigh t th e vitality of th e 
body is at its lowest point, and h as 
far less resistance to ex ternal influ­ 
ences, and is th erefore more suscepti­ 
ble to ex posure. 
It is certainly not advisable nor 
necessary , to h ave a great volume of 
nigh t air rush ing th rough th e room, 
but at th e same time a sufficient inter­ 
ch ange of air must be allowed to re­ 
move th e products of respiration as 
th ey are generated, and to support a 
normal ratio of ox y gen. Th e products 
of respiration must be carried off im­ 
mediately as th ey are generated, for 
if th is Is not done, energy and vitality 
would surely be wasted. Tne tissues 
and fluids would not th en receive a 
sufficient amount of ox y gen to vitalize 
th e body and remove th e waste prod­ 
ucts. 
Th ere are locations, as on th e bot­ 
tom lands of a foggy valley , or wh ere 
th e soil is damp and h eavy , th at ven­ 
tilation must be administered with 
much greater care. But wh ere th e air 
is dry it can be admitted into th e 
sleeping room to a point th at would 
be dangerous in a damp atmosph ere. 
If th e invalid resides in a locality 
where fogs prevail, h e sh ould ch ange 
h is residence, if only to th e top of 
some neigh boring h ill above th e fog 
level. 
It is damp air rath er th an 
cold air wh ich is productive of h arm, 
and one must th erefore guard th e ven­ 
tilation, when such conditions prevail. 
Such air h as a very unfavorable in­ 
fluence upon th e mucus membranes 
of th e a ir passages, tending to keep 
th en in a state of congestion and ca­ 
tarrh al irritation. 
If the bedding is sufficiently h eavy 
artd o f qua lity which will keep th e 
body perfectly warm, one can sleep in 
a v ery cold room with out any danger, 
and usually with ex cellent results. 
Woolen sh eets and blankets are to 
be recommended. 
A 
large rubber 
blanket (th e éize of quilts) sh ould be 
placed over th e bedding. 
Th ey are 
invaluable to keep th e temperature 
of th e body up to th e normal point, 
and sho uld be generally used. Th ey 
a re quite inex pensive. 
Inasmuch as 
but few sleeping rooms are righ tly 
constructed as regards th e relation 
of th e bed to th e windows, one must 
study to place th e bed in a position 
not ex posed to direct draugh t Wh en 
one retires at nigh t h e sh ould go into 
a fresh , airy ch amber, free from th e 
stuffiness and odors of th e ordinary 
day room.

at first and only said he could cure 
me in time.

Father Dagnauit is describ ed as a 
short, thick-set man, with a round, 
chub b y face. His age is given as 67 
years and his manner is b oth kindly 
and democratic. 
His residence is a 
modest frame structure, plainly fur­ 
nished, and he leads a simple life, 
treating the sick and afflicted when 
not attending to his duties as pastor 
oi his church. 
“Father Dagnauit told me he could 
not cure every case,”/Johnson related, 
“and I know that a b ad case of paraly­ 
sis was turned 
away when I was 
there, the priest telling the patient 
that she could not b e cured b y him. 
“I asked Father Dagnauit how long 
he had b een treating patients. 
He 
replied that he had practiced healing 
for several years as cases came to his 
notice, b ut that for over a year he 
had b een almost b urdened b y visitors. 
“Religion was never mentioned In 
my hearing and when I asked Father 
Dagnauit what his charges were in my 
case he replied that his services were 
given free. Most of the cases treated 
are cripples, although he has almost 
every kind of patiepl. 
Some of his 
patients make him presents, b ut he 
never asks for money, and the poor 
man gets the same treatment as the 
rich.”

‘‘Silenced*’ Catholic Deplores 
His Misconduct. 


WRITES LEHER OF REGRET.

The Rev . Fr. Pollteo’s Marriage While 
a Priest In Kansas City , Kan. 
—» His Div orce Su it. 


The Rev . Father Anthony Politeo, a 
former Catholic priest of Kansas City , 
Kan., who broke his v ows on Nov em­ 
ber 19, 1901, by marry ing 
Ev a 
M. 
Springsteen, of Atchison, has written 
a letter of repentance to the Rev . 
F ather Bechtel, of S t Lou is u niv er­ 
sity , say s the Kansas City Star. The 
l e ^ r , which has ju st been giv en ou t, 
bears d ate of April 22, 1905 , and it 
was w ritten in the hope that the harm­ 
fu l effects of the scand al in which 
Father Politeo was inv olv ed may be 
lessened as mu ch as possible. 
The 


letter is as follows: 
*‘S t Lou is. Mo.. April 22. 1905 .— 
Hav ing giv en griev ou s scand al by my 
sinfu l cond u ct and by articles pu blish­ 
ed in a Kansas City paper, I d esire to 
make pu blic reparation, in the hope 
th at I may thu s u nd o in a measu re 
the harm that I hav e d one. I am sin­ 
cerely sorry for the bad ex ample I 
hav e giv en, and hu mbly ask pard on 
of those whom I hav e scand alized . I 
also retm ct ana cond emn whatev er is 
reprehmisible in the abov e mentioned 
articles or in any thing else I may hav e 
w ritten. 
Lastly , I d esire that the 
sam e pu blicity be giv en to this, my 
ex pression of repentance, as has u n­ 
fortu nately been giv en to my scand al-

Catholic clergy men say there is lit­ 
tle chance, howev er, that this action 
of the penitent priest will resu lt in re­ 
storing him to his former stand ing in 
the priesthood , after being ‘‘silenced ** 
by the chu rch for his miscond u ct. 
“Su ch a process as restoring Father 
Politeo to his former stand ing in the 
chu rch wou ld be possible,” said Bishop 
Lillis in Kansas City , Kan., this morn­ 
ing. “Bu t It wou ld take a long time, 
and it wou ld rest entirely with the 
au thorities of the d iocese in which he 
was ord ained . And as he was not or­ 
d ained in this d iocese, I hav e nohting 
to d o with i t In fact, I am not thor­ 
ou ghly familiar w’ith the f Ja in the 
case.** 
The marriage of the Rev . Father 
Politeo to Ev a Springsteen took place 
at St. Joseph in Nov ember, 1901. 
It 
was the resu lt of the priest’s fascina­ 
tion for an attractiv e woman. 
The 
marriage was kept secret 
for 
two 
weeks, and , after it became known to 
the pu blic. Mrs. Politeo brou ght su it 
for d iv orce in the circu it cou rt 
She 
alleged that she was d eceiv ed by Fa­ 
ther Politeo and d id not know at the 
time of the marriage that he was a 
priest. 
Father Politeo later filed a 
cross bill, alleging that she d ^erted 
him; and that the d iv orce shou ld be 
granted to him instead of Mrs. Poli­ 
teo. The su it was d ismissed last De-

Three d iamond s, cu t from the world - 
famou s Ex celsior stone and v alu ed 
in the aggregate at $90,000, hav e d is­ 
appeared from Tiffany & Co.*s shop 
at 15 Union Squ are, say s a New York 
d ispatch. 
Satisfied that they were stolen by 
some person in their employ , bu t my s­ 
tified by the strange circu mstances 
connected with the theft and the ab­ 
sence of clews, the company has set 
in motion the d etectiv e forces of two 
continents in their end eav or to re­ 
cov er the preciou s gems. 
In all, 10 d iamond s were cu t from 


tru st was formed , eight men had a 
lease of a d iamond mine at Jagers- 
fontein, Sou th Africa. When the lease 
terminated an English nobleman v is­ 
ited the mine. 
To show him how 
blasts were mad e the workmen were 
ord ered to prepare to blow a comer 
off the gigantic rock in which the 
d iamond s are fou nd imbed d ed . 
Work then had practically stopped 
and the sy nd icate was read y to tu rn 
the mine ov er to the tru st. After the 
ex hibition blast the men clambered 
ov er the shattered pieces to see the 
effect of the ex plosion.

the Ex celsior last fall, shortly after 
its pu rchase by Tiffany & Co. from 
an English sy nd icate. The stone was 
fou nd a t Jagersfontein, Sou th Africa, 
in 1893, and in the rou gh weighed 
87 1 carats. 
It was the largest d ia­ 
mond that has ev er been cu t u p, and 
the total v alu e of the 10 stones taken 
from it was $5 00,000. 
Fiv e of the d iamond s were sold by 
Tiffany to well-known New Yorkers 
last Christmas. Of the remaining fiv e 
the company has now only two. 
The robbery was committed In the 
workshop on the fifth floor of the 
Tiffany bu ild ing in Union Squ are, In 
the afternoon of Thu rsd ay , May 4 . 
The nex t morning when the d epart­ 
ment manager 
went 
to take them 
from the safe In which they shou ld 
hav e been locked u p for the night, 
they had d isappeared . 
In fact, the three d iamond s, u pon 
which a tru sted workman had been 
employ ed all of May 4 , had nev er been 
placed in the safe. Loosely wrapped 
in paper, the $90,000 worth of lewels 
had been laid by the workman on the 
shelf of the wind ow in the wire cage 
which separates the office from the 
wrorkshop. 
The theory is tu ar some one in the 
shop who knew the v alu e of the con­ 
tents of the fold ed paper, stole it be­ 
fore the articles ly ing on the shelf 
with it had been pu t in the safe. The 
man whose d u ty it was to lock u p the 
v alu ables d id not miss the d iaomnd s. 
It was when the artificer asked for the 
d iamond s nex t morning to finish his 
Job of setting them that the theft wras 
d iscov ered .

Suicide is considered imp ossible, as 
the bullets came from behind, and 
were fired from a 38-calibre revolver. 
The op era house p rop er is unfinish­ 
ed. It is surmised that the murderer 
escap ed through this p art of the build­ 
ing. 
The building was immediately 
searched by the p olice, but as y et no 


clew to the p erson who committed the 
deed has been discovered. 
The coroner’s jury has not brought 
in a verdict, but it is believed 
that 
nothing definite has been unearthed. 
While there are two or three theo­ 
ries as to the shooting, there Is one 
most generally accep ted. 
A y oung 
business man is the p erson susp ected. 
^...It is alleged that disturbed domestic 
^ itelation s in which Berry took a p art 
was the cause of the shooting. 
Another theory Is that a man who 
was convicted of a crime several y ears 
ago by Attorney Berry was recently 
p aroled from p rison. He is known to 
have been In this vicinity in the last 
thirty day s. As he had threatened to 
kill Berry for the p art he took In the 
p rosecution, efforts are being made 
to locate him. 
His home is in Wel­ 
come, Minn., but he has a brother here 
and only recently sent for his clothes. 
Still another theory heard occasion­ 
ally , and that is that not generally 
talked of, is that a woman may have 
done the shooting. In all these there 
win be difficulties to be surmounted. 
The y oung business man has an alibi.

The absence of anger on the p art of

“The cost of champ agne bottles is 
very high,” said Louis Le Vignaux, 
London, to the Milwaukee Free Press, 
“as they must be flawless to stand the 
enormous p ressure of the liquid. The 
testing of these bottles is attended to 
by an exp ert who, by striking two bot­ 
tles lightly together with the sides, 
recognizes by the sound whether they 
are p erfect or not. 
The bottles are 
p urchased in summer and are care­ 
fully cleansed with 
alcohol, closed 
with a temp orary stop p er and p ut 
away until used in March. The stop ­ 
p ers are selected from the best stock 
and cost from $16 to $20 a thousand. 
When the bottles are filled they are 
p laced In cool cellars, stacked in p iles 
one on the other from fifteen to twen­ 
ty feet in length, and three and one- 
half to^flve feet in heighL without any 
shelving. 
Such a wall of bottles is 
as strong as iron. 
Still any one of 
them may he p ulled out without inter­ 
fering with the rest, which is fre­ 
quently done to observe the develop ­ 
ment of fermentation. The hot season 
is dangerous to champ agne on account 
of the bursting of the bottles. If the 
loss does not exceed 8 p er cent all is 
well. 
If it rises to 15 p er cent ttie 
p lace must he made cooler, and if it 
should reach 20 p er cent nothing re­ 
mains but to op en all the bottles.”

LOTTERY SHARKS. 


Goverment Is to Make a Thor­ 
ough Investigation. 


THE EVIDENCE COLLECTED 


Present Action 
Is 
the First United 
States Has Tak en in the 
P a n Ten Years.

The 
present 
investigation of the 
violations of the postal and interstate 
commerce laws, in connection with 
the lottery raids, has assumed pro­ 
portions which mak es it the most ftn- 
portant investigation ever conducted 
In the United States regarding this 
particular class of law break ing, ac­ 
cording to the statemente of federal 


officials. 
The magnitude of the ex posures, 
the great mass of evidence secured, 
the large number of men Involved and 
the revelation of the audacity with 
which certain parties had been defy ­ 
ing the statutes of the United States 
has surprised even the officials who 
ordered and carried out the raids. 
From being a local affair In which 
only a few San Antonio and Tex as 
men were involved, it has grown to be 
a national affair of sufficient import­ 
ance to w arrant the personal interest 
of Postmaster-General Cortely ou. The 
evidence has been collected in Den­ 
ver, New Orleans, St. Louis, K ansat 
City , Chicago, Indianapolis, Los Ang<^ 
les, San Francisco, 
Louisville and 
many other cities, and the evidence 
which will be tak en to San Anontonio 
will he carefully preserved to he used 
in the cases in those cities. 
A San 
Antonio diipatch say s: 
The object of the investigation is 
to estehllsh a precedent for the final 
enppression of the lottery business 
to the United States, and to strik e a 
blow that will be a warning hereafter 
to the men who contemplate the com­ 
mission of such crimes. 
It Is Btoted that Postmaster-General 
Cortely ou was startled at the Immuni­ 
ty this particular class of law-breaters 
had so long enjoy ed and that when 
be discovered that there was suffici­ 
ent evidence captured in the raids la

The investigation in San Antonio is 
the first since that time and the firat 
general one which will Include all the 
features of the law, the depositing of 
lottrry m atter for transmission in the 
United Slates f.all, the use 
mails for the purpose of defrauding 
and conspiracy to break the laws ol 
the United States. 
Indictments will be returned on all 
ttta e counts and the prosecution wiU 
he most vigorous. 
It is stated that 
the postoffice department desired to 
mete out to the men who are found 
guilty the ex treme penalty of the law. 
to order that it may deter others in 
the future. 
It is also stated that every bui 
found will be pushed against the In- 
Indicted parties and that no pleas 
for mercy will be permitted to the 
cases. This fact is brought about by 
the fact that the department has sat­ 
isfied itself that the conduct of the 
lottery business was a conspiracy to 
break the laws of the United States 
and carried on in open defiance of the 
statutes. 
The fact that the scope of the Inves­ 
tigation covers all these points has 
made the m atter a difficult one and 
had placed a lot of ex tra work on 
United States District Attorney Ter­ 
rell, the federal grand jury and the 
postbffice Inspectors. 
It Is for this 
reason that the session of the grand 
jury is such a long one 
The Investigation will cost the Uni­ 
ted States thousands of dollars. More 
than 30 postofflce Inspectors have tes­ 
tified.

Courtenay W. Bennett, British con­ 
sul-general, of San Francisco, accom­ 
panied by his legal adviser, T. E. K. 
Cormac, has been here attending the 
trial of Deputy Sheriff Lee Hobbs, of 
Arizona, charged with the murder of 
John B. Nix on, second mate of the 
British ship Leicester Castle, on Sep­ 
tember 2, 1902, in the South Pacific 
ocean, writes the Phoenix , Arizona, 
correspondent of the New York Sun. 
The murder of Nix on, brutal and 
apparently uncalled 
for, Is a tragic 
page from the history of the sea, and 
the trial of Hobbs was no less thrill­ 
ing to the British consul-general, who 
had grave doubts whether he would 
reach San Francisco alive. 
Although HoUDs was identified by 
a member of the crew of the Leices­ 
ter Castle, he succeeded in establish­ 
ing an alibi, and the case, which con­ 
sumed three day s, was dismissed by 
Judge Kent. 
The Leicester Castle arrived in San 
ranclsco from Hongk ong in ballast 
May 24, 19 02, and shipped as able 
seamen 14 men, among whom were 
hree 
Americans, 
who gave their 
names as James Turner, aged 21. of 
di*. Falls; W. A. Hobbs, aged 24, of 
itchfield. 111., and Ernest Sears, aged 
21, of McKoy , Oregon. 
Hobbs was a stout, smooth shaven 
man, tanned by the sun.
